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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 1-6, the prior art of record does not disclose control means for calculating 
sticking errors of the first peeling sheets and the second peeling sheets on the basis of 
detection results that the detecting means have detected, and for controlling the first 
tension applying means and second tension applying means on the basis of these 
sticking errors. 

3. With respect to claims 7-9, the prior art of record does not disclose the steps of 
calculating sticking errors of the first peeling sheets and the second peeling sheets on 
the basis of detection results and respectively adjusting tensions applied to the first 
insulating tape and second insulating tape on the basis of the sticking errors.
